Lincoln's Birthday. 


The bitth of Abraham Lincoln, on the 12th 


of February, 1809, was an event of greater 
historical significance than any similar one 
in the present century. 
It implied the 


advent, under the crudest conditions, of a 
character that wna to become one of the 
most beloved arid illustrious of modern 
times. There is no satisfactory explanation 
of its origin, no sufficient method of account- 
ing for its qualities. It seems simply to 
have happened, and beyond that it is a 
mystery. 
The closest investigation has 


failed to reveal any of those potent here- 
ditary influences by which other noted 
figuues can be traced back to the original 
source of their superiority. We only know 
of this splendid addition to the constellation 
of famous men of tho first magnitude that 
he was of the humblest parentage and 
antecedents, that lie was deprived of HIP 
advantages of education, and that his develop- 
ment was effected under drawbacks of every 
description. 
But it is easy to see in follow- 


ing the course of Lis life that he was riclily 
guted by nature, and that his success was in 
a sense predestined. 
It was not by accident 


that he overcame all of the obstacles that lie 
encountered, and made himself the foremost 
man of his age. Ho had in his composition 
the elements of distinction, and circum- 
stances became his servo-tils because he was 
born to have mastery over them, as lie was 
also born to be a leader of men. 


It does not matter, however, from whence 


Lincoln derived his extraordinary abilities. 
That is a question wliich does not in the 
least affect the important fact of his pre- 
dominance in the history of the century. 
No other country has produced during this 
period a man to compare with him. Ho had 
distinguished men for contemporaries, and 
distinguished men have succeeded him, but 
not one among them is worthy to be,plucc<l 
beside him in the assessment of personal 
values. The fame that ho won was not for a 
day, but for all time. 
Uis name is more 


precious to his country and to the world 
now than it was when he died. The more 
he is talked about, the greater he grows. 
He is one of the few supreme personages 
that gain by discussion, and intimate study. 
The numerous books written about him, 
with all their details of his public and 
private life,have not disclosed a single reason 
for doubting his right to tho highest honor 
and the most affectionate remembrance. 
It 


is only tho simple truth to say that much as 
he was esteemed while he lived, he was not 
fully appreciated. There was much more 
of him than even his best friends understood. 
The light of later years, the result of careful 
analysis, the revelation of new facts, may 
be said to liavo steadily increased his 
claims to admiration ; and it is safe to pre- 
dict that the time will never come when he 
will cease to be regarded as the greatest man 
of the nineteenth century, and one of the 
greatest in the whole history of civilization.

out doing it groat harm. 
Inileod many 


find it impossible to out stitches with any- 
thing without making holes that render 
tho goods absolutely worthless for the ono 
who originally wore it. 
When it is done, 


tho edges arc so ragged thnt a much 
smaller pattern must bo used. In prepar- 
ing goods for the dyer, or to bo made over, 
CMiry stitch should be tnkon out.

st tuns scarcely necessary to say that foo- 
irj,'s, braid and hooks and eyes must be 
rumored, but this is imperative, In view 
of tho condition iu which garments come 
to tho dressmaker and tho dyer.

dresses, capos and jackets aro perfectly 
vivaraMo after being carefully ripped, 
brushed, sponged nnd pressed.

v under that sonio ono does not set up an 
establishment for ripping clothes nnd put- 
ting them iu order for tho dressmaker. 
1'lie owner of thorn frequently has not 
time to do t)ie:n properly, or is too careless 
anil understands too little tho require- 
ments of them to do it had sho all tho time 
In the world.

Olten they would 
not touch the poisoned meat. For otters it 
was necessary 1 o use groat caro, not leaving 
any chips or litter around. Our trappers 
usually caught them either on a slide or 
at n place where they eumo out of tho 
water, not where they went in, as Iho otter 
slides with his fcefc doubled under nnd 
would ba npt to spring tho trap with Ills 
body. It was a good way to drop a stick 
or limb on tlio sido of tho slido, cutting it 
down and lotting it fall naturally, so that 
tho ottor could not escape tho trap so eas- 
ily. 
Tho trap should novor bo sot in the 


middle of the slido, but nt ono side, as the 
otter's feet aro so wide apart aud ho would 
not bo caught should ho spring tho trap 
with his body. 


For otters and boavcrs, if thoy wore trap- 


ped near deep water, a sliding pole was 
usually used, arranged with tho small ond 
stuck down into the deep water. The ani- 
mal when trapped plunges Into tho water, 
and the ring of tho trap chain slips down 
along tho polo. 
Tho little stubs of tho 


tritumod oil1 boughs prevent tho ring from 
slipping back up again and tho animal is 
drowned. 
An otter should not be loft in 


tho water over nine days or tho fur will 
slip. A few (lays innko no difference. All 
traps should bo visited about onoo in six 
or eight days.—Forest and Stream.

In fact, for nil cold climates, 
and for winter wear in all climates where 
there is any winter, a footgear made from 
nil wool felt approaches the Ideal. Accord 
Ing to modern notions, any illness in one 
part of tho body may be occasioned by 
301110 irritating cause far removed from 
tho spat of tho trouble.

'If this theory Is correct, how is it that 


flsh of such vastly different sizes and 
weights are caught in the Columbia? I 
should think that there would bo some- 
thing liko uniformity in the flsh if they 
wore Rll'of tho same age. However, I ex- 
pect to settle tho theory one way or tho 
othor very soon. 
The superintendent of 


the United States hatchery at the Clacka- 
nms has obtained permission to retain 
80,0<>0 or 40,000 flsh from this year's hatch 
until next spring. Some of those fish I in- 
tend to huvo marked with silver wiro bo 
fore they are turned loose, and then I will 
offer u reward for any of them afterward 
caught in the Columbia. Should tiny of 
them turn up within a year or two, it will, 
to my mind, disprove tho four year theo- 
ry."—Portland Orogonian.
